Teaching  the  morphological  sci- 
ences is  the  responsibility  of  the  De- 
partment of  Anatomy.  As  a 
university  department  it  serves  the 
Graduate  School,  the  School  of  Al- 
lied Health  Professions  and  the 
School  of  Medicine.  Briefly,  the  sci- 
ence of  anatomy  is  the  study  of 
structural  organization  integrated 
with  function,  from  the  molecular 
level  to  the  body  as  a  whole.  A  visit 
to  a  departmental  research  laborato- 
ry will  show  instrumentation  com- 
mon to  other  disciplines.  In  addition 
to  a  variety  of  microscopes  from  light 
to  electron,  one  will  find  stereotaxic, 
electrophoretic,  scintillation  count- 
ing, radiation,  immunological  and 
computer  equipment.  Active  re- 
search programs  are  conducted  in 
cell  biology,  neuromorphology,  mus- 
culoskeletal system  and  immunolo- 
gy.

The  Department  of  Pharmacology  has 
graduate  programs  that  offer  the  Master  of 
Science  Degree  and  the  Doctor  of  Philoso- 
phy Degree.  Students  entering  our  pro- 
gram have  a  strong  background  in  the 
sciences.  Their  undergraduate  education 
allows  them  to  begin  to  comprehend  and 
appreciate  the  principles  in  pharmacology 
which  involve  organic  chemistry,  bio- 
chemistry and  physiology  as  related  to 
drug  action  in  the  body.  The  Master's  De- 
gree program  provides  a  broad  knowledge 
of  pharmacology  and  the  basic  contribut- 
ing sciences  along  with  technical  experi- 
ence to  become  a  valuable  partner  in 
research.

Radiation  Sciences 


The  Department  of  Radiation  Therapy  and  Nuclear  Medicine  provides 
multi-disciplinary  training  to  prepare  students  for  professional  scientific  ca- 
reers associated  with  the  clinical  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  applications  of 
ionizing  radiation  and  radioactive  materials.  The  program  in  radiation  biolo- 
gy is  research  oriented  with  investigations  in  progress  on  both  cellular  and 
clinical  effects  of  radiation.  Radiological  physics  provides  clinically  oriented 
training  in  radiation  measurements  and  computations  for  individuals  with  a 
good  understanding  of  physics  and  advanced  undergraduate  mathematics. 
The  program  incorporates  a  strong  emphasis  on  collaborative  research  ef- 
forts with  physicians  in  radiation  therapy.

The  purpose  of  the  Master's  Degree  Program 
in  Family  Therapy  is  to  provide  the  student  with 
an  intensive,  specialized  training  experience 
which  will  serve  as  a  firm  theoretical  and  practi- 
cal base  for  becoming  a  competent  family  thera- 
pist. The  education  experience  consists  of  three 
main  categories:  (a)  conceptual  learning  about 
family  therapy  in  general,  family  relational  dy- 
namics, evaluation  and  therapy  in  particular;  (b) 
supervised  clinical  learning  from  working  with 
families  with  a  wide  variety  of  presenting  prob- 
lems as  well  as  racial,  ethnic,  and  socio-eco- 
nomic backgrounds;  (c)  contextual  learning 
about  a  variety  of  professional  settings  in  which 
family  therapy  as  well  as  family  based  consulta- 
tion and  supervision  will  be  key  features  of  this 
experience. 

The  two  year  program  can  be  extended  to  a 
maximum  of  three  years  in  order  to  accomodate 
the  student  who  must  continue  to  work  while 
pursuing  graduate  school. 

Upon  completion  of  this  program,  students 
receive  a  Master  of  Family  Therapy  (MFT)
